Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative reviewed the independent claims. As to 
claims 1 and 19 the amendment filed 2/19/04 defines over Sekine. Sekine does not embed the common signal 
between a group of pixels, rather Sekine embeds the common signal between single pixels. As to claims 16, 17 and 
20, Applicant's Rep. argued that Moon does not combine a display signal with a predetermined signal. Examiner 
respectively disagrees with this argument. Taking the broades reasonable interpretation of claims 16, 17 and 20 the 
display signal of Moon is combined with predetermined signal (from 20) to generate the common voltage. Examiner 
agrees that Moon is substantially different than Applicant's invention disclosed in the specification, however claims 
16,17 and 20 are so broad that Moon defines over these claims. Also discussed was the confusion over the claim 
language of claims 16,17, and 20, "... thereby generates one display signal", does the common signal generate the 
display signal, is this after the display signal is combined, etc. This claim language does not appear to be supported by 
the specification. Finally, the "predetermined signal" was discussed in relation to claims 1, 16, 17, 19 and 20. In claim 
1 it appears the "predetermined signal" is signal "SIT since claim 2 would preclude signal "Vin" being the 
predetermined signal. As to claim 16 it appears the "predetermined signal" is "Vin". Clarification of these 
predetermined signals would be appreciated.. 
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
